Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1968. 

The  steady  rise  in  population  of  the  district  continues,  there  being 
an  increase  of  590  people  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  measles  there  has  been  no  significant  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease.  Vaccination  against  measles  began  in  May,  but  as 
supplies  were  short,  it  was  limited  to  children  under  7  years  at  first. 

Infective  hepatitis  was  made  notifiable  over  the  whole  country  in 
June.  It  is  thought  this  disease  is  on  the  increase.  Hot  a  lot  is  known 
about  its  causation  and  mode  of  spread  and  it  is  hoped  more  will  be  learnt 
about  it. 

A  new  programme  of  immunisation  of  children  was  introduced  during  the 
year.  Although  under  it,  children  will  be  older  before  they  are  completely 
protected,  it  is  thought  that  the  new  scheme  will  give  a  more  complete 
protection. 

Changes  of  staff  in  the  Department  occurred.  In  September  Mr  R.A.  Over, 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  many  years  retired  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr  W.E.D.  Smith,  his  deputy.  Instead  of  appointing  a  Deputy 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr  J.W.  Bolton  was  promoted  to 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  Mr  R.Q.  Horsburgh,  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  resigned  in  April  and  was  replaced  by  Mr  H.  Jacobs  in  October. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Surveyor,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  staff  of  his  and  my  departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation 
of  this  report.

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  42  compared  with  23  in  1964,  30  in 
1965,  33  in  1966  and  30  in  1967.  A  better  comparison  is  the  percentage  of 
illegitimate  births  to  total  live  births,  which  was  7.5%  compared  with  4*4 %  in 
1964,  5.3%  in  1965,  6.1%  in  1966  and  5.5%  in  1967.

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age  per  1,000 
live  births  and  for  the  year  under  review  was  5.3,  compared  with  12.0  in  1964, 
7.0  in  1965,  9.3  in  1966  and  3.7  in  1967. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  per  1,000  live  births 
and  was  5.3  compared  with  12.0  for  1964,  7.0  in  1965,  9.3  in  1966,  and  1.8 
in  1967. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  and 
still  births  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and  was  15.8  compared 
with  23.8  in  1964,  15.6  in  1965,  14.8  in  1966  and  7.3  in  1967. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  giving  a 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  zero  for  1968.  It  was  also  zero  in  1965,  1966  and 
1967.

Diseases  of  tile  heart  accounted  for  98  deaths  -  they  caused  40.1$  of 
all  deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  disease  caused  52  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  21.3%  of 
all  deaths. 

Cerebro-vascular  disease  with  35  deaths  gave  a  percentage  figure  of  14.3%. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (which 
includes  cerebro-vascular  disease)  are  totalled,  a  figure  of  138  deaths  is 
arrived  at  -  thus  causing  56.5%  of  all  deaths  in  the  district. 

Cancer  caused  43  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  17.6%  of  deaths.  Cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus  caused  13  deaths,  or  in  other  words,  30.2%  of  cancer 
deaths.

This  table  shows  that  measles  is  a  disease  of  childhood  and  particularly 
of  school  attenders,  47  cases  occurring  between  5-9  years.  The  congregation 
of  children  in  classrooms  forms  an  excellent  means  for  those  incubating  the 
disease  to  pass  it  on  to  their  non-immune  classmates. 
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Tuberculosis 


There  were  4  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  district  in 

1968. 


One  is  apt  to  think  that  tuberculosis  has  been  wiped  out  but  there  are 
still  many  cases  of  undetected  tuberculosis  in  the  population  of  the  country 
capable  of  passing  on  the  disease  to  a  non-immune  contact.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  of 
vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure 
that  tiie  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young  children, 
is  maintained.

Measles  Vaccination 

In  1968  vaccination  against  measles  was  introduced  and  600  children  were 
vaccinated.  It  will  be  interesting  to  compare  the  figures  for  1969  with  those 
of  previous  years.  In  1966  170  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  in  1967  633 
cases  and  in  1968  95  cases. 

It  has  been  stated  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  that 
there  were  perhaps  100,000  less  cases  in  England  and  Wales  in  the  last  3  months 
of  1968  than  were  expected.  It  seems  likely  that  the  disease  could  be  wholly 
prevented  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  seek  immunisation  for  their 
children.

Djphtheriaf  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces  the  number  of 
injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about 
three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a  single  vaccine,  produce 
a  greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


This  is  a  weekly  'kerbside1  collection  service  providing  during  1968  for 
the  weekly  collection  of  approximately  10,125  bins  from  8,580  premises.  In  the 
case  of  elderly  or  handicapped  occupiers  arrangements  are  made  for  the  bins  to 
be  carried  from  and  returned  to  the  premises.

(In  addition,  the  Council's  Bedford  Lorry,  complete  with  low  loading 
trailer  is  used  on  a  part-time  basis  for  special  collections  and  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  from  refuse  shute  containers  in  blocks  of  flats  in  the 
Parish  of  Tadley. ) 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  burying  in  a  large  disused  pit,  but  is 
first  fired  before  being  bulldozed  and  covered;  this  reduces  the  fly  and  rat 
menace  considerably,  but  a  certain  amount  of  treatment  is  also  carried  out  to 
control  this  menace. 

The  tip  is  situated  at  Oxford  Lane,  Ashford  Hill.  Fortunately,  this  tip  is 
situated  well  away  from  any  dwellings  and  the  firing  does  not,  therefore,  cause 
any  nuisance. 

The  normal  labour  force  consists  of  4  Loader-drivers,  1  spare  Loader- 
driver,  8  Loaders  and  1  tip-man. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  in  view  of  the  part  replacement  to 
date  and  the  intended  complete  replacement  in  the  near  future  of  the  remaining 
Fore  &  Aft  tipper  vehicles  with  50  cub.  yd.  vehicles,  a  detailed  survey  of 
the  service  and  existing  daily  runs  was  carried  out  with  the  object  of 
providing  a  basis  for  the  re-organisation  of  the  service  to  obtain  the  maximum 
economy  and  efficiency  from  the  larger  capacity  vehicles.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


There  are  three  major  sewage  works  in  the  Rural  District,  situated 
at  Kingsclere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 

The  Tadley  Sewage  Works  are  situated  at  Silchester,  which  is  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Basingstoke. 

Kingsclere  Sewage  Works,  Union  Lane,  Kingsclere,  deals  with  the  sewage 
from  the  village  of  Kingsclere.  These  works  are  gravity  fed.  The  volume  of 
sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  43,99S,600  gallons.  Proposals  are  in 
hand  to  enlarge  these  works  to  sewer  the  village  of  Ecchinswell  and  discharge 
into  the  Kingsclere  disposal  plant. 

Overton  Sewage  Works,  Southington,  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the 
villages  of  Overton  and  Freefolk,  the  sewage  from  Freefolk  being  pumped 
to  the  pumping  station  at  Overton.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  during 
the  year  was  62,160,000  gallons. 

Whitchurch  Sewage  VJorks,  off  Winchester  Road,  Whitchurch,  deals  with 
the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Whitchurch.  The  pumping  station  is  situated 
at  the  Council  Depot,  and  the  sewage  is  pumped  from  there  to  disposal  works, 
where  it  is  treated  by  broad  land  irrigation.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt 
with  during  the  year  was  52,231,500  gallons. 

Tadley  Sewage  VJorks,  Inhams  Copse,  Silchester.  These  works  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Tadley,  the  A.W.R.E.,  housing  estate  in 
Baughurst,  and  the  A.W.R.E.  and  their  housing  estates  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Bradfield,  Berks.  The  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
209,499,000  gallons. 

The  sewage  from  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Hurstbourne  Priors  is  dealt  with 
at  the  Barton  Stacey  Sewage  Works  which  is  situated  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Andover  and  is  controlled  by  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  served  by  main  drainage  is  17,000 
and  the  population  served  by  the  sma.ll  sewage  disposal  plants  dealing  with 
Council  Estates  1,000,  making  a.  total  of  18.000  on  water  borne  drainage. 

Council  House  Disposal  Plants 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
owned  by  the  Air  Ministry.  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from  Greenham 
Common  Airfield  (situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Council,  by  agreement,  discharges 
the  domestic  sewage  from  some  100  dwellings  at  Bishops  Green  into  these  works. 
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In  addition  to  these  major  sewage  works  there  are  24  small  sewage 
disposal  plants  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  undermentioned  Council 
House  Sites:
